Hypopigmented macules, mainly on the neck (postinflammatory;

Manifestations involving mucous membranes (30%): 

Syphilitic periéche, split papules 

Mucous patches: “plaques muqueuses” in the oropharynx (equivalent to 

lomata lata in the genital area) 
Syphilitic sore throat: inflammation of the whole pharynx 
+ Patchy alopecia (7%): “moth-eaten” localized areas of hair loss; toxic 
telogen effluvium
